IS IT TRUE? AN ACTUAL 


SUPERHERO TITLE 
FROM IDW THIS MARCH? 


YES, BUT WRITER J.M. DEMATTEIS' SAVIOR 28 IS A HERO LIKE NO OTHER. 


The Life and Times of Savior 28 debuts next month from IDW, and it is something of a departure for us: an actual superhero 
book... and you know if we're going down that road it's going to be a damn good one. We sat down with Eisner Award- 


winning writer J.M. DeMatteis to chat, and he filled us in on what we can expect. 
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IDW: J.M., you and artist Mike Cavallaro are collaborating 
on a new book for IDW called The Life And Times Of Savior 28 
Could you tell us a little about ir? 


J.M. DeMatteis: The story, at its core, has to do with violence 
in superhero comics, in pop culture in general, and, ultimately, 
in our world. Despite my deep love of the genre, I've always 
had a problem with the violent content in superhero comics; the 
mindset that, however much we struggle to disguise it, says “All 
problems are ultimately solved by dropping a building on a 
so-called bad guy’s head.” It’s a dangerous concept, especially 
in a world where too many of our political leaders seem to have 
the same black-and-white vision. “Hey, those guys over there 
are ‘evildoers,’ so let's bomb the hell out of them because we're 
the ‘good guys’ fighting for truth and freedom.” Savior 28 
grew out of my desire to craft a story that would face this issue 
head-on. As I continued to develop the idea, it grew into a saga 
that spanned seventy years of American pop culture and politics. 


IDW: IDW isn't exactly known for doing superhero comics 
you can count the ones we've done on one hand. But this isn't 
exactly a traditional superhero comic, is ir? 


JMD: Strange as it sounds, Savior 28 is both a tribute to the 
genre and a condemnation of it. It's rooted in tradition... and 
completely explodes the tradition at the same time. 


IDW: You've done wonderful runs on some classic books. Your 
Spider-Man / Kraven storyline with Mike Zeck springs to mind as an 
iconic character thrust into a defining moment in his career. 
Would you describe The Life and Times of Savior 28 as 
facing such a crossroads? 


JMD : Absolutely. Our main character, Savior 28, is a hero from 
the Golden Age, the same era that gave us the original versions 
of Superman, Batman, Wonder Woman, and Captain America. 
We follow his evolution through the decades—reaching the 
crisis point where a series of traumatic events conspire to push 
5-28 over the edge: He finally sees that the way he’s been doing 
things all these years isn’t just wrong, it’s insane. He realizes he 
has to find a new way to live, to work for change in the world. 
Problem is—after seven decades of solving problems with his 
fists—he has no clue what that way is. And when he finally 
does find the way, he discovers that most of the world isn’t 
teady to go along with him. 


IDW: This has been called your final word on superhero comics; is tt? 


JMD: It's not the final word: it’s a final word. I clearly think 
it's important to address the negatives of the genre. Гуе been 
stewing about this stuff for decades and I just have to get it 
out. At the same time, there are many positive things about the 
superhero archetype—in fact, I'm developing another project 
that explores the uplifting and deeply spiritual ideas І believe 
are at the core of the superhero myth. So writing The Life and 
Times of Savior 28, however cathartic, doesn't mean I’m done 
with superheroes. It's not necessarily my first choice of 
genres—but I think there are still some stories for me to tell. 


IDW: Aside from superheroes, you've written a variety of other 
types of stories. Moonshadow, painted by Jon J Muth, and Abadazad, 
drawn by Mike Ploog are particular favorites of mine. Is there any 
hope of IDW readers seeing something else written by you down the 


road, in any genre?

JMD : As noted, one of the things I've loved about working in 
comics is that I've been able to do everything: superheroes, kids’ 
fantasy, adult fantasy, autobiography, comedy. I've never limited 
myself to one type of story. Having the freedom to jump from 
Spider-Man to Brooklyn Dreams, Hero Squared to Stardust Kid is 
what's allowed me to keep going in this business. If I'd only 
been writing superheroes all these years, I think my head would 
have exploded years ago! 


As for the future: I have an idea for a new all-ages fantasy that 
I'm starting to develop. As readers of Abadazad and Stardust Kid 
know, doing smart, literate, beautifully illustrated comics for 
young readers—and their parents!—has been a crusade of mine 
for years now... and I think this new project would be right up 
IDW's creative alley. Right now I'm incredibly busy—aside 
from my comic-book work, I'm writing a novel and working on 
some television projects—but once my schedule opens up... 
well, we'll see what the future holds.
